SEEBACH’S IMPORTANT TESTIMONY 


Chicago banks seem to be having a hard 
time with their cashiers, their tellers, and 
their customers. It has been only three 
weeks since Teller Bartels of the Central 
Trust and Savings Bank left town hurriedly 
with $8,000 of the bank’s money unaccounted 
for, and before this story had grown old there 
came a second one about the enterprising offi- 
cers of the Chicago Bank Note company and 
an alleged scheme of theirs to defraud a num- 
ber of banks in Chicago out of large sums of 


money. | 

The Lincoln National Bank, No. 59 North 
Clark street, has also met with a misfortune. 
Ellia S. Noyes, who has been for the last three 
years cashier in this bank, and whose reputa- 
tion as a banker has been of the best, has been 
discharged in disgrace, and certain actions of 
his, while not criminal, have placed him in a 
position that it will take much explaining to 
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In brief, the story is that Noyes discounted 
notes of his own to the amount of $5,000, or 
possibly a little more, and that without the 
knowledge of the directors and other officers

He 
met Noyes there going thruugh the formality 
of having his baggage properly checkea and 
marked by zustoms officials, as his trip laid 
partly through Canada and on his reéntering 
the United States he would not have to have 
his baggage examined by customs officials. 
Noyes said to Mr. Cobb that he was on his 
way to Europe for a short vacation. 

Something About Noyes. | 

Noyes is a mau of medium stature, rather 
slender, and a good dresser, though rather ef- 
feminate in his tastes. He wore his hair long 
and parted nearly in the middle and oombed 
down in a dudish sort of style. He wore no 
mustache and looked younger than he really 


was. The queer Christian name which had 


been given him was a source of some little 
annoyance to him, and he always avoided its 
use because of its being effeminate. In the

BANK CASES COME TO TRIAL. 


John Seebach Gives Important Testimony 
ohn B. Gribler Takes the Stand. 
The conspiracy case against. W. A. Forbes, 
C. W. Anson, and V. W. Burnside, who are 
accused of defrauding the Central Trust Com- 


pany Bank out of $6,500 by fraudulent checks, 


aided by George Bartels, the fugitive ex- 
teller of that bank, was heard before Justice 
Hoglund yesterday. At 4:30 0’clock a recess 
was taken until 10 o’clock today. A good 
deal of interesting testimony was intro- 
duced. 

‘At 11 o’clock, the appointed hour, the re- 
spondents, Forbes, Burnside, and Anson, with 


their attorneys, ex-Judges Barnum and Wing 


and Charles T. Palmer, appeared before Jus- 
tice Wheeler. Attorneys Muhlke and John C. 


King for the prosecution were also present 


and ready for trial. | 

Attorney Palmer asked for a change of 
venue on the usual affidavit that the court was 
prejuaiced. The request was granted and all 
the parties went before Justice Hoglund. In 
this case the warrant was taken out by Fred 
Neustadt, a hardware merchant on the North

Mr. Rosewater is inclined to aggressive- 
ness, and, like every other positive man, has 
the courage of his convictions with him at all 
hours of night and day.

Rosewater Supporting Crounse. 

Mr. Rosewater is zealously supporting Mr. 
Crounse, and this gentleman is being most 
reliziously. fought by all of Rosewater’s 
enemies. Mr. Crounse was one of the Asso- 
ciate Justices of the Supreme. Court of 
Nebraska, served several times in Congress, 
and has held an important office in the United 
States Treasury. Tom Majors is an old 
political wheel-horse and a vote getter, too, 
He is exceedingly popular all over Nebraska, 
and as a campaigner has but few equals. 
Cady is a banker and a good man. 

Mr. Rosewater got the ninety-four votes 
from Douglas County instructed to vote as a 
unit for Crounse. Today about twenty of 
them kicked over the dashboard and refused 
to obey their instructions. The man who led 
the revolt, a Mr. Stuht, wore around his neck 
a big pasteboard collar inscribed Rose- 
water.“ He demanded a poll of the Douglas 
County delegation and insisted on his point 
until he gotit. Then the breakup began. 
This action was little less than political mur- 
der to Crounse, but Stuht played the part of 
Brutus to perfection, while the Majors men 
danced with glee. Majors has little or no show 
of success. Crounse is about at the end of 
his string and Cady is regarded as the coming 


man. 

Jack McCall may yet come in and absorb a 
majority of the delegates. Ali the Major’s 
strength is friendly to McCall, who has a pos- 
sibility of success. The convention is a real 
old time sassy one, with a superabundance of 
orators and parliamentarians. It will be a 
screamer before it is over. 

Convention Meets in the Morning. 


It was a nice looking party of men who went 
to work in the convention at 10 o’clock this

The Father Sees One Killed and Then 
Shoots the Other. 

Derrorr, Mich., Aug. 4.—[Special. ]—Peter 
T. Shaw, a farmer. and settler, lives four 
miles north of Allis, in Presque Isle County. 
Wednesday afternoon while at work in the 
fields his wife brought her 6-months-ola baby 
out of the house and laid it down on the grass 
under the tree as she sewed. Presently she 
was called into the housc and almost imme- 
diately an enormous eagle swooped down on 
the infant and sunk its talons into the little 
one’s flesh and clothmg. The mother heard 
her baby’s cry, but came too late to be of 
service, 

The mother’s shrieks brought the father 
who, quickly comprehending the situation. 
mounted a horse and armed with a rifle rode 
to the shore of a near-by lake where he knew 
was an eagle eyrie in the cliffs. It was half 
an hour’s ride, and Shaw arrived just in time 
to witness a terrible sight—two eagles were 
hovering above a crag of rock filling the air 
with their cries, and battling for possession of 
the baby that lay high up on the cliff. Before 
the father reached the summit one of the 
eagies had fallen to the ground while the 
other had again taken up the child for another 
flight. ! 

The father fired, and the bird and baby fell 
into the water.

BUILDINGS IN BALTIMORE CAVE IN. 


The Underground Railway Tunnel Under- 
mines Great Structures. 

Bautrmore, Md., Aug. 4.—[Special, ]—Since 
the Belt railroad company has been building 
its underground railway under the bed of 
Howard street, a prominent business thorough- 
fare, it has been the cause of many a cave-ip. 
The worst came last night, when Baltimore 
City College began to sink. This morning 
the building showed signs .of talling, and 
the walls began to belly out. Finally 
it began to be dangerous. All street-car and 
other traffic was stopped until this afternoon 
when by the use of dynamite the front walls 
with their towers were blown down. The 
Academy fof Music, Howard Athenzwum, 
Johns Hopkins University and other large 
buildings are located in the neighborhood, 
while lower down are large business buildings 
which have also been more or less affected. 
The engineers say they have been constantly 
encountering unknown and unexpected 
springs of water which running into their ex- 
ea vat ions cause the cave-ins. 


EARTHQUAKE FELT IN WISCONSIN.

The proposal of the company is plain enough. 
It is that the investor deposit with it $10, io re- 
turn for which he receives a $1,000 bond. There 
are several conditions attached to the pay- 
ment of this bond. Oneis that each month 


the holder shall pay to the company on or be- 


fore a certain date $1.25 in cash or postal 
notes, or on a failure to pay this $1.25 on the 
date specified the time can be extended fif- 
teen days by putting up a forfeit of an extra 
$1. This monthly assessment must be promptly 
kept up until the bond falls due or else it is 
forfeited. 

Now, the way the company figures on pay- 
ing off these bonds is as follows: These

Tun owners of the tall buildings which 
emit such vast volumes of black smoke as to 
poison the air and obscure the sky, why do 
not they put in the down-draft. furnace ap- 
pliance to their boilers, and thus solve the 
difficulty for all time? They would then con- 
sume the carbon that now makes smoke, and 
thus effect a great saving in fuel, as well as 
cease to perpetrate a nuisance that cries to 
heaven. A little inquiry would suffice to show 
that it is not necessary to put in new boilers, 
or to take the old ‘ones to the shop to be fit- 
ted. In cases where there is sufficient room 
for a good ash pit under tho fire grate the ap- 
pliance can be attached to the Boiler where it 
stands. Nor is it necessary to change all the 
boilers at once. The required appliance can 
be introduced under each of the boilers in a 
battery in succession, one at a time, so that 
there need be little interruption to the work 
of the establishment. A few large plants in 
this city have been fitted with the down- 
draft appliance to one or two of the boilers, 
leaving the rest untouched till such time as 
the value of the method should be tested satis- 
factorily by actual use on the sample plan. 
These are now to have the down-draft extend- 
ed to the whole plant. The same process 
could bs applied in other cases, except that the 
intervals need not be so long, as the value of 
the down-draft plan of combustion has now 
been proved beyond the possibility of cavil or 
intelligent doubt. 


THE HALF-LOAF ACCEPTED. 
The World’s Fair people have concluded to 
accept the compromise offered them by the 
Democrats and take the half-loaf; but in De- 
cember next they will ask for the other half, 
The dispatches elsewhere tell the shameful 
story how the Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives upon the bidding of the Southern 
Brigadier and Tammany Representative has 
withdrawn its own appropriation regularly 
voted and acknowledged that its legislation 
has no validity. The operation of the old 
Sundry Civil bill was extended six days 
longer.

the House was eliminated from the bill and 


ett to stand by itself, dependent upon the 
alleged good faith.of those who thus far have 
violated every agreement and who still claim 
that they are not bound by their caucus. 

The Sundry Civil bill has gone into conference 
and the Republican Senate will hold it there 
until this appropriation is settled one way or 
the other. There will be no Democratic snap 
game practiced on that body. Meanwhile the 
Durberow bill is before the House and a vote 
must bo taken not later than 1 o’clock today, 
That is the substance of the story. The final 
outcome now depends upon the good faith of 
Democrats who have not shown good faith 
since this question was up. Meanwhile the 
Republicans will vote solidly for the appro- 
priation, as it already has passed§both Houses. 
Their records will be clear as friends of the 
Fair. If it is crippled or in anywise endan- 
gered the Democratic party must take the re- 
sponsibility. 

The situation is one to be deplored. The 
money is needed to carry out the Fair on the 
enlarged scale which has been forced upon the 
directors by the action of the National Com- 
mission and the pressure of foreign exhibiters. 
The half-loaf will serve for only a compara- 
tively short time, even if the director get that 
modicum, which is not yet assured but hangs 
upon a shaky agreement. The remainder 
must be had, and Congress must be ready to 
meet the domiand in the second session. The 
country. will await the outcome of today’s 
action with some apprehension, but whatever 
that outcome may be two things are certain, 
firet, that an appropriation which passes the 
House is not an appropriationon that account, 
and second, that the boasted Democratic ma- 
jority rule does not govern the House. It is 
run by a minority mob of pestiferous filibus- 
ters, within whose power it is to defeat any 
measure passed by the majority. Meanwhile, 
let there be no mistake. Let it be understood 
Chicago will ask for the remaining $2,500,000 
in December, which both Houses of Congress 
have voted to give to her.

FREE TRADE AS CAUSES OF STRIKES. 

The senior Democratic organ of this city 
says that it scorns to be a tariff straddler, 
that it has put on a free trade halo, borrowed 
a second-hand free trade harp from Mr. Wat- 
terson, and is going to favor its readers with 
free trade music which shall not have a single 
false note in it. As evidence of good faith it 
says: 

The — having taken this advanced position 
the Times, an opponent of radical Republicanism, 


a proponent of , chooses to be with the 
convention, It is absolutely true that Repub- 


lican proteétion is a fraud and a failure; that it 


has advanced the interests of the few at the ex- 
pense of the many; that as evidenced by repeated 
strikes labor has been restive under it and bas 
not felt that it has received the promised benetit. 

This is what nearly all the Democratic pa- 
pers aresaying. They construct a syllogism 
in this form: This isa protection country. 
There are occasional strikes here. Those 
strikes are due to protection. Abolish pro- 
tection and there will be no more strikes. 

If the senior organ will take the trouble to 
look abroad it will find that free trade Eu- 
gland is the prolific mother of strikes, that 
those conflicts between labor and capital oc- 
cur there oftener than anywhere else and are 
waged with more bitterness and persistency 
and on a larger scale. Where ten dollars of 
capital and wages have been lost in the United 
States by adisagreement between capital and 
labor about wages a hundred dollars have 
been lost in free trade Great Britain. Where 
the American strike involves hundreds o 
people the English one involves thousands 
and tens of thousands. Saul has slain his

and greater. 

The strike at Homestead was due to the re- 
fusal of the men to accept a cut in the wages 
of a tenth of their number, who were highly 


| paid—some of them $15 per day. The em- 


ployers insisted on that cut because of a fall 
in the market price of steel. Does the senior 
organ guarantee the workmen against a 
further fall in prices after our ports are 
thrown open to the world? If there wa 
farther fall in wages there will be a strike, and 
the greater the fall the greater reduction de- 
manded in wages, and the more desperate the 
strike. 

The fall in the price of steel was due ex- 
clusively to local competition, The price 
would not be raised by. the unchecked com- 
petition with Europe which would follow free 
trade. On the contrary the price of iron and 


| steel of all kinds and forms would be lowered 


till it was equal to what is asked in England, 
plus the transportation charges. As the price 
fell in this country wages would fall with it 
and workingmen would xésist. The most ter- 
rible strikes this country will ever know will 
be those which will follow on the heels of the 
adoption of free trade. It will. be a conflict 
between ali the workingmen and all the cap- 
ital invested in manufactures of a continent. 
And when it comes the Times will be kept 
busy answering letters from angry working- 
men asking it if these are the delicious fruits 
of free trade it promised them. 


Tux recent test of nickel steel armor plate 
manufactured by the Bethlehem Iron com- 
pany of Pennsylvania was successful beyond 
the most sanguine expectations of the officials 
of that company. The plate was of 1004 inch 
Harveyized nickel steel, eight feet long and 
six-feet wide, weighing 18,600 pounds, the out- 
side hardened with ice water while it was be- 
ing tempered. Five shots from an 8-inch gun 
were fired, the charge with each shot being 
8134 pounds of powder, its projectile being a 
250-pound holtzer with a velocity of 1,700 feet 
a secopd. The first four shots were fired into 
the four corners of the plate and the fifth and 
last into the center. They had not the least 
effect upon it. Each projectile pierced the 
plate about three inches, then rebounded and 
flew into pieces about the size of a walnut, 
leaving not a K im the plate. Lieut, 
Meigs, speaking oi dne test, says: 

Comparing this test with the plates of foreign 
manufacture tested at Annapolis last November, 
a year ago, and with those of domestic manu- 
facture fired at in November last, at Indian Head, 
there is evident a very material increase in bal- 
listic resistance. The velocity of the eight-inch 
projectiles in this trial was the same as their 
speed in the two former trials. But the five pro- 
jectiles fired in all, at each plate, were made up 
in the case of the two former trials of one eight- 
inch and four six-inch projectiles, while in the 
present case eight-inch projectiles were used. 
The comparison may be best expressed by stating 
that the total energy received by this plate was 
25,040 foot tons, fully 50 per cent greater than the 
plates sustained in the two former trials, and yet 
the plate is much less injured than were the 
plates in the other tosts. 


The result of the test unmistakably shows 
that the plate has greater resisting power 
than any ever before tested and that a vessel 
encased with such armor would be practically 
secure against the heaviest projectiles. 


Ons of the most significant financial signs 
of the times is the report by Western bankers 
that the supply of currency through the West 
and Northwest is more ample than in any 
former year at this date.

“NON-UNION WORKMEN. 


They Make an Attempt te Check a Stam- 
pede by Violence—As the Gang Ap- 
proach to Commence Work the Rioters 
Compel Them to Fiee—Militia Ordered 
to the Scene to Preserve the Peace— 


One Man Badly Bruised—Telegraphers’’ 


Strike on the Pace System Imminent. 
Homustgap, Pa., Aug. 4-—Stones were 
used by a few strikers to prevent a stampede 
at Duquesne today. As a result several 
persons were beaten and the militia is in 


charge of the steel works there. Yesterday it | 


became evident that a break was imminent. 
There were a number of departments 
of order and Supt. Morrison 
ordered William Mileslagel, foreman of 
the mechanical department, to report 
with thirty men in the morning for work. 
Sixty men who had led the strike, hearing of 
it, determined to stop the work. Twenty 
Homestead men started for Duquesne also 
about daylight to assist in preventing any ver- 
sons entering the works. 

At 6 o’clock twelve Deputy Sheriffs, in 
charge of Capt. Gray, were stationed at 
the mill gate, and a crowd began to 
gather. By .7 o’clovk it numbered 300. 


About this time members of the mechanical 


depariment, in obedience to the order of Fore- 
man Mileslagel, arrived with lunch pails, 
They were halted by crowd, which was 
armed with clubs and bowlders. Every man 
was ordered home with such threatening 
demonstrations that the majority fled in ter- 
ror. Foreman Mileslagel appeared 
o’clock and was about to enter the works, 
when a number of men ordered him to leave. 

“TIT won't your conduct is disgraceful, 
he exclaimed. - . 

Either you will leave at once or we shall 
kill you, somebody in the crowd yelled. 

At the same time 100 strikers arrayed them- 
selves in froat of the man. Seeing resistance 
useless Mileslagel turned and started home by 
a road skirting a ravine. Three men; one of 
whom is supposed to be a Homesteader, fol- 
on cursing him, and he hurled back a de- 

ance. 

Immediately one man struck at him with a 
club, which Mileslagel dodged, and as he did 
so s rock was thrown by the second. 
third man, however, ran up and struck the 
foreman in the back of the neck, knocking 
him over the embaakment. He rolled a dis- 
tance of twenty feet, receiving painful bruises. 
He was allowed to arise and p unmo- 
lested. The deputies saw the assault, but 
were so hemmed in by strikers that they could 
render no assistance. 

The crowd then retired to the hillside, and 
while there a carpenter arrived on the electric 
road from McKeesport and succeeded in en- 
tering. The strikers immediately proposed 
storming the works. 

A telegram was dispatched by Capt. Gray 
to Brig.-Gen. Wiley, commanding the Secon 
Brigade, stationed at Homestead. He sent 
the Sixteenth Regiment to the scene of dis- 
order on a special train. It arrived just in 
time to prevent the mill gate bemg stormed, 

Details were then stationed at the gates, 
railroad stations, and throughout the togn. 
The strikers congregated along the hillside 
and further violence was ended. None of the 
repair men would go to work in the afternoon, 
as they were too frightened.

: Crib Ready and by the 
Middle of Next Week It Is Expected 
Engines Will Be Pumping—Example 
of the Advantages of Baling Manure— 
‘Money Saved by the Process—City May 
Claim It Owes Mr, Onderdonk Nothing— 
Kern-May Fight Still In Progress. 

City eer Clarke was agreeably sur- 
prised yesterday when one of the contractors 
for the Lake View tunnel came to his office 
and told him that the intermediate crib had 
been comp the tunnel properly connect- 
ed, and that both were ready for inspection 
and acceptance. This will be delightful news, 
too, for the people of Lake View. Mr. Clarke 
and Commissioner Aldrich will inspect the 
tunnel and crib this morning. If the work is 
satisfactory they will be accepted. The clean- 
nnel will next occupy a few days, 
and the pumping engines are not quite ready. 
They will he ready when the tunnel has been 
put in order for use, though, about the middle 
of next week. There has been some*delay 
with the work on the engines, as there has 
been with work on the crib and tunnel, 
and the contractors are liable for the delay. 
The tunnel contractors agreed to Have the 
work ready July 11. They are twenty-four 
days behind time therefore. At the rate stip- 
ulated in the vontract they are liable for $4,800 
for the delay. The engine contractors are lia- 
ble for a larger amount, . 

When tue new tunnel isin full use about 
the middleſof next week Lake View will have 
a better water supply than any part of the en- 
tire city. The source of the supply is about 
6,000 feet from shore. There are no contam- 
inating influences in the immediate neighbor- 
hood.

At may surprise you to hear it, but is a 
fact nevertheless that the balwg of stable 
manure as recommended by Taz Txreuns has 
been in actual and successful operation in this 


city for the last three months at the establish- . 


ment of Kirk & Co., soap manufacturers, on 
the North Side. I havetaken the trouble to 
collect some facts in relation to the process. 

„A baling press can be bought as low as 
$40; this is hand- press, and is the one in 
present use at Kirk & Co.’s. A better hand- 
press is made for $75, and a large steam 
power press, which would be the proper one 
for parties in the business of the removal of 
manure, costs $400. It costs Kirk & Co. 2 
cents per bale, and their saving in freight 
more pays all expenses of labor, etc. A 
gondola car. loaded to its utmost capacity 
with manure will not carry over 20,000 pounds, 
and the ape res companies charge. $6 a car to 
All points within twenty miles of the city, A 
bale of manure weighs about 275 pounds and 
occupies a space 18x28x4, and a gondola: car 
can be loai to full capacity, 60,000 pounds; 
so you y see there is a saving of 40,000 

in loading a car. These baling ma- 
chines do not occupy much floor space, about 
six feet squéere, and two men can f the 
press and apply the power. . 

There is no question in my mind but what 
manure can be made a commodity. I have 
an agreement to meet Mr. Parsons of the 
West Division railway Monday and I trust I 
shall be able to convince him that this is the 
proper disposal of the enormous amount 
which they at all times have. I know of two 
places within ten miles of the city where 800 
car-loads can be disposed of, and the parties 
who want the manure will gladly pay the 
freight. It is impossible for them to get it at 
the present e, for the reason that the only 

on whose cars they can haul is the Monon, 
and their siding at Twenty-second street is the 
only available piace to load. The residents of

manure is point, it being a nuisance: 
There is very little odor at all from a bale of 
manure m in a press; there wiil be 
still less from a bale made in a power press, 
as it would be much more compact and so 
solid that an auger hole can be bored clear 
through the bale and the hole will look as 
clear as if bored through a plank.

City Transportation Problem. 

The Railway Age and Northwestern Rail- 
roader is publishing a series of articles by T. 
Graham Gribble, engineer, on the trans- 
portation problem in Chicago, These 
articles are more comprehensive in 
scope than anything which has yet 
been published on the sybject, covering, as 
they do, not only the question of elevated 
tracks, but also the rapid-transit question, the 
harbor question, and the questions of sewage 
and markets. Engineer Gribble maintains 
that to prepare Chicago for the destiny which 
awaits her as a city of three miilion to five 
million people, all these problems must be 
taken up in their relation to each other, and 
one broad scheme must be followed out, so 
that the trunk line railway will properly serve 
the harbor, and the intramural rapid-transit 
line will not interfere with the trunk line 
terminal, and the markets will be in their 
right relations both to the harbor and the 
railway lines. The harbor question was dis- 
cussed in the first two articles, Mr. Gribble 
being in favor of a lake harbor, and the trunk 
line terminals, with the question of elevated 
tracks, are now under discussion.

PRUNING DEAD LIMBS. 


MAYOR REMOVING A DEMOCRATIC 
- LEGACY OF INCOMPETENTS. 


Erne Bums and Ward Heelers Who Have 


Deen Drawing Pay from the City Since 

_ Placed in Office by Cregier Falling One 

by One Before the Stroke of Dr. Jamie- 

son's Ax—Why Organs of the Great 

Unwashed Are Hqwling—Troubles That 
Beset Mayor Washburne. 


Some of the Democratic organs of Chicago 
ate wofully distressed because the strictest 
economy is being enforced at the City Hall. 
The fact that it was Democratic extravagance 
and almost criminal mismanagement which 

this economy necessary is probably 
what is causing these organs so much pertur- 
bation. Hence their anger at Dr. Jamieson 
and the ax he is wielding at the City Hall. 

During the time when Chicago was so un- 
fortunate as to have De Witt C. Cregier as its 
Mayor extravagance ran riot in the municipal 
government. There was waste everywhere, 
and nowhere was it greater than in the city’s 
salary list. Every ward heeler whose criminal 
antecedents, personal bad habits, confirmed 
laziness, or mental or physical incapacity pre- 
vented him from earning an honest living in 
any of the ordinary avocations of life begged 
for “a job at the City Hall,“ and 
most of them got one, Every Alder- 
man had a list of applicants whose length 
was only measured by the number of men 
who voted for him at the last primary or 
promised to support him at the next one, and 
he was clamorous in his endeavors to provide 
salaries for his constits out of the public 
pay-rolls. Generally he was successful, and it 
got so that it was almost as easy to get “a 
good Democrat ” on the pay-rolls as it was to 
get one out of the bridewell. Sometimes 
and not infrequently, the aforesaid “ good 
Democrat ”’ was gottentoat of the bridewell 
in order to put him on the pay-rolls. 

Bums and Heelers Flourished. 

So it happened, during the reign of Cregier, 
that the civil service ofthe City of Chicago 
got into a frightful. condition. It was t 
gréatest scandal of an altogether scandalous 
administration. The water office was so 
crowded with bums and heelers that an extra 
guard had to be kept around the cash drawer. 
Other departments were in no better shape, 
and throughout the whole City Hall there 
were twice as many so-called employés as 
needed to do the work, even taking into con- 
sideration the incompetent character of the 
men to which it had to be intrusted. 

The effect of thisstate of things was soon 
apparent in the City Treasurer’s office. The 
finances of Chicago, which Mayor Roche had 
left in good condition, became depleted and 
the Finance committee had to resort to 
‘shinning ”’ and other peculiar methods to 
prevent the issuance of scrip. Morey was 
transferred from one fund to another te avoid 
deficits, and more damage was done the ma- 
terial and litical interests of Chicago in 
two years than would seem possible even a 
— of bank burglars could accomplish in 

our. 

It was this state of affairs Mayor Wash- 
burne had to meet when he took office. He 
found a depleted Treasury, an overflowing 
and padded pay-roll, and a city government 
which was living beyond its means.

Matters concerning intramural 
transportation, the extension and improve- 
ment of the water system, the preparations 
necessary for the World’s Fair, and other 
questions of like importance were pressing for 
a settlement, and to them Mayor Washburne 
was anxious and felt impelled to turn, and 
were he to give the officeseekers the time nec- 
essary to thoroughly reform the civil service 
he could have done nothing else.

In all this crush of applications for posi- 
tions and retentions such a thing as a cutting 
down of the salary list to its proper propor- 
tiom was out of the question, and so, while 
some good was accomplished in the way 
of reductions and more in the way of the sub- 
stitution of competent for mcompetent em- 
ployés, many of the evils of the Cregier ad- 
ministration remained over to vex and plague 
the next one. 

But lately it has been determined to apply 
the pruning knife to the City Hall pay-roils 
and Dr. T. N. Jamieson was selec bz the 
Mayor to do the work. He was instructed 
that his duty was to cut off all useless heads, 
no matter in what department they may be 
found, and was told to go ahead with the 
work. He has done so great was the out- 
cry at once. .

RESULTS OF THE fOAL CONSPIRACIES, 


Philadelphia’s Reward—Deceived and Sub- 
jected to the Screws of Higher Prices. 

New York Worid: When the coal conspir- 
acy was formed every newspaper in Phila- 
delphia was deduced into its support by con- 
siderations of local interest. Each saw clearly 
enough that it was a conspiracy of greed 
against need and that its purpose was to ex- 
tort millions from consumers of coal without 
giving anything whatever in return. 

But the conspirators promised that Phila- 
delphia should be exempt from tribute. They 
intimated that in return for its support Phila- 
delphia should have cheaper coal than New 
York and New England, and with it a marked 
advantage in manufacturing enterprise. 

This promise the conspirators made with 
even greater solemnity than they showed in 
giving the general assurance that ‘‘no advance 
in price is intended. And they, have broken 
the one promise as jauntily as they repudiated 
the other. Tite general advance was made 
promptly, and now that the conspirators feel 
strong enough not to care for Philadelphia 
criticism they have put the screws of higher 
prices to the Quaker City also. . 

The Philadelphia Press could not credit the 
report at first. ‘‘Coal,”’ it pleaded plaintively,
